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The Bible and the World’s Need 


A Declaration by the Administrative Committee of the Federal Council 


| Pe present state of the world, with its 
depression and confusion, is a summons 
calling us back to the Bible to learn its mes- 
sage, and forward with the Bible to make its 
message regnant in human life. More than 
ever in times of discouragement and perplexity 
we need its guidance. 

In the Bible we are called to that faith in 
God and in the possibilities of life which is the 
deepest of our personal needs. We must gain 
its spirit of courage and trust which can sus- 
tain us in even the most anxious and troubled 
hours. We must lay hold afresh of its un- 
shakable assurance that a divine purpose of 
love is at the heart of the universe and gives 
meaning to our human struggle. 

In the Bible we are called to those standards 
of true living on which any abiding civilization 
must be built. We are called to place spiritual 
values above material gain, to care more for 
inner integrity of character than for external 
things. In a day when insidious forces encour- 
age a selfish disregard of law and of the wel- 
fare of the community and weaken the sense 
of civic honor and high citizenship, we need to 
catch anew the intense passion of the Bible for 
righteousness. 

In the Bible we are called to the principles 
on which our social and economic structure 
must be built, if it is most fully to serve the 
common good and permanently prosper. We 
must learn, more than we have yet learned, that 
we are “all members one of another.” Those 


who are strong are to bear the burdens of the 


weak; those who have enough are to share in 
generous sympathy with those in need. If we 
follow the Bible, love and brotherhood and the 
spirit of cooperation will be made the touch- 
stone of every aspect of organized society and 
no conditions will be tolerated that create an 
underprivileged class, exploit any group for 
the advantage of another, or magnify profit- 
seeking above the motive of service. 

In the Bible we are called to the new way of 
life for the nations, for which the world in 
anguish waits. It teaches us to think of the 
world as one, since all mankind is the one 
family of God, and to cultivate a spirit of in- 
vincible good will toward every people. Under 
its inspiration we dedicate ourselves to the 
achievement of a day when “nation shall no 
longer lift up sword against nation nor learn 
war any more.” 

All this, and more, indispensable to any real 
solution of the most crucial problems of our 
day, we find in the Bible as the disclosure of 
the will of God, made supremely clear to us 
in its record of the life and teaching and spirit 
of Jesus Christ. Now, as always, the Bible 
is the Word of God to us, bringing the needed — 
message of personal and social salvation. 

The Administrative Committee of the Fed- 
eral Council of the Churches of Christ in 
America therefore invites and urges men and 
women everywhere to use the coming obser- 
vance of Universal Bible Sunday, December 
6th, as an occasion for renewing and carrying 
forward a prayerful study of the Bible and for | 
magnifying its significance 
both for our own lives and 
for society as a whole.

Breaking Ground Ceremony— Tokyo 


By the Rev. Karl E. Aurell, Secretary, Japan Agency 


Friends of our So-icty know that it has Bible Houses at Cristobal, Manila and Peiping. 


The 


Society is now in the process of erecting another at Tokyo. This is made possible by the act of 
the Board of Managers setting aside as a Fund for Bible H. uses a large part of the bequest to the 
Society by Mrs. Russell Sage, thus fulfilling her hope that some of it would be used in memory 


of her husband. 


Lt is expected that the money used in erecting any Bible House will be returned 


to the fund through the income from such Bible House, and thus make it possible to erect other 


Bible Houses in other important centers, from time to time. 


The Tokyo Bible House is being 


erected alongside of the new home of the Japan Christian Literature Society, occupying a site 
on the corner of the Ginza, Tokyo’s great business street, and an wportant connecting street. 


IWE Japanese, being very superstitious, ob- 

serve a number of customs with much 
ado. Ground-breaking ceremony is regarded 
absolutely necessary, especially in the event of 
building institutions of importance. They have 
a feeling that, by performing this ceremony, 
something like divine favor will be vouchsafed 
in the behalf of all concerned—owner, archi- 
tect, contractor, superintendents, mechanics and 
laborers, and others. 

We regarded it important to make this cere- 
mony thoroughly Christian, and therefore took 
charge of the program. That met with hearty 
acceptance. The Shimizu- 
Gumi people, who are to 
have the building contract, 
shared in the planning, 
preparation, and expense. 
All the neighbors and 
others were formally in- 
vited to be present. A tent 
was provided and set up, so 
that half of it stood on our 
site and the other half on 
the Christian Literature So- 
ciety’s site. 

The Hon. D. Tagawa, 
Member of Parliament, was 
in the chair. Prayer was 
offered by Dr. Ibuka, 
former president of Meiji 
Gakuin University, and 
passages were read from 
the Old Testament by Dr. Edward Iglehart, 
and from the New Testament by Mr. T. Ta- 
naka, chief assistant of our Japan Agency. Mr. 
Antonin Raymond, the architect, then presented 
a shovel to Dr. Wainright, the secretary of the 
Christian Literature Society, who in turn pre- 
sented it to former Bishop Hiraiwa, who 
turned the first shovel of earth for the Chris- 
tian Literature Society. He was followed by 
Dr. Schermerhorn and others, including Mr.

He was followed by Dr. Mayer, my- 
self, Mr. Tanaka, Mr. Raymond, and two 
members of the Shimizu-Gumi. The shovels, 
which are nickel plated, were given one to 
Dr. Wainright and the other to me, to be 
kept in memory of this occasion. The bene- 
diction was pronounced by Dr. A. Oltmans, a 
former member of our Japan Agency com- 
mittee. The chairman closed with an expres- 


sion of thanks to all for honoring us with their 
presence, which ended the ceremony—simple 
but impressive, probably the first Christian

NE hundred and fifteen years have passed 

since the founding of the American Bible 
Society, and its One Hundred and Fifteenth 
Annual Report is as bread which strengtheneth 
man’s heart. In the midst of apostasy and 
religious confusion this, Society keeps on its 
way, faithful and untroubled. 

Its circulation of Bibles, Testaments, and 
Portions in 1921 was 913,409; in 1931, 4,037,- 
824. So little have the Four A’s availed to 
check the Word’s advance. Neither has world- 
wide economic disaster lowered sales. The con-

trary rather! The report of the Eastern 
Agency declares that “hard times seem to mean 
busy times for Bible distribution, not because 
people have more money, but because there is 
in many cases a greater consciousness of the 
need of some outside power to help folks 
through the hard pull. Often this means turn- 
ing to the Bible. This has quite definitely been 
the experience of the Eastern Agency during 
the year 1930. Its circulation has increased by 
over 40,000 volumes over the 1929 figures.” 
Even in distracted and afflicted China sales 
have held up to four-fifths of the year pre- 
ceding (a total of 12,000,000 through the three 
chief Bible Societies). ‘‘Chinese militarists,” 
so Mr. Hoose of the Peking Agency writes, 
“are buying every known kind of war muni- 
tions,—poison gas, tear gas, laughing gas,

ready to consider the claims of Chris- 
tianity. Best of all, under the influence of the 


general movement for a “sovereign China,” 
small Chinese churches have shot up in num- 
bers. Many of these independent groups cannot 
afford to hire pastors, but the reading from the 
Word when they congregate on Sundays satis- 
fies their souls. They are acquiring the habit 
of searching for themselves the sacred Scrip- 
tures. A number of the barely literate Chinese 
Christians have even appealed for a Greek 
primer in Chinese so that they can learn the 
Bible from the original. 

The colporteur staff is the backbone cf the 
Society. A secretary in China, after recount-

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ing their hardships and persecutions (“one 
went lame, another began to cough blood,” 
and the like), adds, “If there are front seats 
in heaven, I will look for them there.” Then 
there are volunteers, such as “tha: very much 
unknown man of God in Tokyo.” “As a rule 
we find in the letter box every Monday morn- 
ing an order from him for at least a thousand 
portions,—sometimes more. They are prayer- 
fully distributed during the week.” At El 
Paso, Texas, 170 volunteers distributed in one 
day ten thousand portions of Scripture in 
Spanish, all going to Mexican children! Book- 
stores sell many Bibles. There are about fifty 
in Chicago which carry Scripture for the retail 
trade. 

On the Philippine island of Luzon the So- 
ciety used a truck with a team of four men, 
which travels thousands of kilometers. When 
its side is lowered, it becomes a store. A phono- 
graph attracts the people, and a colporteur- 
preacher stirs their hearts with messages from 
the Bible. With the use of a stereopticon 
Bible lectures are given, and the acetylene 
torches make the whole scene attractive, espe- 
cially at night. Hundreds of Bible portions 
are sold at every stop, and many Testaments 
and Bibles. This traveling-library truck makes 
it a point to visit fiestas, or fairs, all over the 
island, which are celebrated at the same date 
every year. Catholicism and merchandizing go 
hand in hand at these festivals and draw the 


people in crowds, making them an ideal time

The Pomaks of Bulgaria were forcibly con- 

verted from Christianity to Mohammedanism, 


_and now blindly follow their hodjas, or Mos- 


lem priests, and know nothing about God. The 
Bulgarian Church does nothing for them, in- 
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deed can do nothing for thein, since its unfortu- 
nate attempt to convert them back to Chris- 
tianity with the help of the army some years 
since. They hate the national church more 
than ever and cling ever more closely to their 
alien faith. There is not a single evangelical 
Christian among these 200,000 people, but the 
Bible Society has sent its colporteurs to them. 
They live in a rough, mountainous country, 
provided with poor roads and execrable inns. 
The people are ignorant and illiterate and pre- 
judiced. The brothers Ivanoff, who are work- 
ing in the mountains of Bulgaria, with a Paul- 
ine determination to build on no other man’s 
foundation, suffer much privation. It is due to 
the Orthodox priest’s opposition that they are 
at times unalle to find lodging in villages. 
Often they have to sleep on cornstalks in a 
ditch, getting up from time to time to warm 
themselves by exercise. Once the only persons 
who would take them in were Mohammedan 
gypsies. “One priest was to this extent better 
than his brethren, that he told the colporteur to 
sell but not to speak to his customers!” 
Worth While? 

Is all this expenditure of energy and endur- 
ance of hardship worth while? Does the So- 
ciety get the return promised, “some a hundred- 
fold, some sixty, some thirty?” Its report gives 
many illustrations which indicate that it does. 
An Argentina notary public in a large city of 
the state of Parana keeps an open Bible con- 
stantly on his desk. He noticed that one of his 
clerks would often leave his work to go and 
ponder over the contents of the Book. More 
than once he thought he saw in the young man’s 
face a certain disdain and felt like telling him 
to return to his work, but did not. 

Some time later the young man was taken 
sick with tuberculosis and lay dying in the 
Cordoba Hills. A telegram reached the notary 
asking him to come immediately, and, when he 
found the young man, the latter begged him 
“to read from that book which he had often 
read on his desk and which had spoken to his 
soul.” So the notary opened his Testament, 
read to the dying man such passages as he 
thought best for his state, and ultimately led 
him to Christ. 

The Practical Man and the Bible 

Whatever critics and theoreticians may say 
about the Bible, the practical man knows in 
his heart of hearts its value and believes in its 
truth. One colporteur happened upon a house 
in which Buffalo Bill’s Bible is preserved as a 
cherished treasure. This was the story which 
went with it. When Russell, Major, and 
Wadell established their pioneer transcontinen- 
tal mule-team freight lines across the plains and 
Rockies and desert into San Francisco,— 
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freight lines which later developed into the 
historic pony express,—they knew that only 
men of high moral character could be trusted 
as employees. So they decided to use this plan. 
They chose only those men who, in addition 
to having certain physical requirements, would 
accept the Bible as their constant companion 
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very many have no Bibles at all. I am an old 
school-teacher and have been a home mission- 
ary for forty-six years. A mountaineer, raised 
a mile from where I now live, met me in Flor- 
ida two years ago and begged me to come as a 
missionary to this section. No church sent me. 
All the support I have is a small donation from

and guide. Mr. Major ordered a quantity of 
well-bound leather Bibles from the American 
Bible Society, had printed on the front cover, 
“Presented by Russell, Major, and Wadell,” 
and, on finding the right sort of man, would 
present one of them to him upon his promise 
to carry it with him constantly and to read 
from it each day. Buffalo Bill’s copy was one 
of these, and it shows signs of real use by the 
famous old scout. 
Helper of Hard-pressed Religious Workers 

Finally, one must remember (and remember 
to cooperate in a practical way) that the Amer- 
ican Bible Society (with headquarters at 6 
Astor Place, New York City) is the generous 
helper of hard-pressed religious workers unable 
to provide Scripture to those to whom they are 
ministering. Here is a letter from a woman, 
a widow of sixty-four years, who is working 
“among the poorest people I have ever met in 
my life. They are all religiously inclined, but

friends. I raised and canned 157 quarts of 
fruit and vegetables, so my living is partly 
secured. I am almost barefoot now. I have 
been without oil for my lamp, and I live alone 
a mile from the nearest neighbor and hate to 
be without a light. 
women to read as well as the younger grown- 
ups. They are hungering for the Word of 
God, and want to read it themselves. I can 
find a hundred homes within ten miles which 
have no form of God’s Word in them. They 
are so poor that they can’t pay for Bibles. I 
have neither silver nor gold, but give my life 
freely; for I desire only to serve my fellow 
men and my Saviour.” 


This appeal for free Scriptures was respond- 
ed to freely by the Bible Society. Should not 
American Christians rejoice that such a Society 
exists to whom the poor can turn and through 
whom others can help them to the Word of 
truth?

A Sunday-school teacher in New Jersey 
sends this appreciative word: 

I want to tell you how helpful I find the penny por- 
tions of the New Testament in Sunday-school teach- 
ing. Having a class of big boys, I find them very 
willing to carry the attractive little books in their 
pockets. They read them, too, when I’m sure they 
“would not do the same with a regular Bible. Since 
the little booklets have helped me so much with a 
difficult class, I want to express my appreciation. 
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From a theological seminary professor in the 
South comes a letter which shows the service 
our embossed Scriptures render, and also espe- 
cially how wonderfully some overcome the 
handicap of blindness. While we felt justified 
in promising this student the whole Bible 
early next year, at present, because of the un- 
usual demand this year and the exhaustion of 
funds so far received for this special work, only 
three of the twenty volumes could be sent him: 

W. D. K. is a blind student who is working his 
way through the seminary. His scholastic record here 
is exceptional, getting the highest grades throughout 
his entire course of study. His character, too, is of 
the highest calibre. As he has no copy of the Bible 
in Braille, I would like to know if it would be possible 
for him to be granted a copy of the American Revised 
Version of the Bible, printed in Revised Braille 
Grade 114? Incidentally, in his work in my classes, 
both in Old Testament interpretation and in Hebrew, 
he has averaged 100 per cent for the past quarter’s 
work. 

Another illustration of how the embossed 
Scriptures are desired, and do help, is given in 
this letter from Tennessee, to which, for the 
reason already mentioned, only partial re- 
sponse has gone, fuller action awaiting the 
development of the new year: 


Will you kindly send me the entire Bible in New 
York Point, and please to give it to me; for I have 
no parents to help me, and no work. I am all alone 
and support myself with the little jobs I can do here 
and there. Just now I have nothing to do at all. God 
is so dear to me that I do not want to be without His 
Holy Word.
